Claim Rejections - 35 USC §102 

1 . The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

2. Claims 17-19 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by EverQuest PC 
online role-playing game. 

As concerns claim 17, a program information supply method in supplying programs 
consisting of information registered in program information files transmitted from a server to 
each user's computer program execution system and information held in said computer program 
execution system, said method comprising: producing object data multiple characters (mytigie

As concerns claim 18, a program information supply method according to claim 17, 
further comprising producing multiple background images (game h^ bac^ 
are : dispiayed : dunng the'game) to be displayed in said multiple sequences, and recording on said 
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recording medium background images (CD~ROKlpr hafid dn% will pqiiiam multiply 
backgrouiid linages) selected from the produced multiple background images. 

As concerns claim 19, a program information editing method, in editing a program 
consisting of information registered in program information files transmitted from a server (game 
Server) to each users computer program execution system and information held in said computer 
program execution system, said method comprising: determining a combination of multiple 
sequences that constitute said program and registering information on the sequences relating to 
said combination in a program information file (^^t'^^f^ ^^yi^^tt j^i^ii^d^gil) ; selecting 
contributed texts (text sent via chat ingame) sent from each user and extracting the contributed 
text to be announced in each sequence and; registering the extracted contributed texts in the 
information of the sequence that corresponds to said contributed texts among the information of 
the multiple sequences registered in said program information files (t^ire^ivfeli vii which 
is part of stat e of World information 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

3. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

4. Claim 20 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over EverQuest PC 
online role-playing game as applied to claim 19 above in view of U.S. Patent No. 6,332,143 to 
Chase. 

EverQuest does not disclose flag information for the feeling that can be judged from text. 
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Chase '143 discloses determining and evaluating text for emotional connotations 
(abstract) and the information is flagged (cpluim4 5f50; categories and ratings). 

It would have been obvious to one having ordinary skill in the art at the time the 
invention was made to provide a system for analyzing text in order to raise the awareness of the 
emotional connotations of the text, enhancing the user's experience.
